The urgent need of a public hall was demonstrated in a very striking 


manner during the big Hibernian convention held here a few weeks ugo. 


The school board very wisely came to the aid of'the city by allowing 


the Hibernians the use of the drill hall in the annex for the purpose of 
holding the banquet. 


Had that privilege been denied the Hibernians would have been unable 


.to find any place large enough in the city to accommodate the great number 
who sat down at the banquet. 


Thi Associate hall is the largest in the city, but 
that 
would be 


inadequate to accommodate those who attended the Hibernian banquet. 


Although the fireman's convention did not bring nearly so many to our 


city, they, too, were obliged to draw upon thc high school 
annex as 
a 


banquet hall. 


The &( hool board has refused to establish the precedent of giving local 


oigauizahons the use of the hall as the demands could not be met without 
inteifeiing with tho work.of the school.

Thus it appears that the work of building a public hall big enough 


to accommodate conventions is a mailer of more serious importance than 
has been generally supposed.

A couple 
of our holds at Ihe present time are very good, one being thoroughly up 
to date in its equipment but, they could mil be considered in the first ranlr"lu' 
any large city. There is room hero for one hotel larger and better than any 
'•we have at the present lime, and wo believe that, the city of Lowell would 
support such a hotel. .Many travellers who pass Lowell at Ihe present lime, 
going to Boston, would slop off and slay over night if we had belier hotel 
i.'ccommodation.

to find any place large enough in the city to accommodate the great number 
who sat down at the banquet. 


The Associate hall is the largest in the city, but

inadequate to accommodate those who attended the Hibernian banquet. 


Although the firemen's convention did not bring nearly so many to our

The school board hns refused to establish the precedent of giving local 


organizations the use of thexhall as the demands could not be met without 
interfering with the work of the school. 


Thus it appears that the work of building a public hall big enough 


to accommodate conventions is a matter of more serious importance than 
has been'generally supposed.

We are satisfied that the societies that have held their conventions here

in building a public hall. 
Another point in which we are not prepared to 


accommodate very large crowds of people is ihe inefficiency of our hotel 
accommodation. During the -Hibernian convention many of the delegates 
went to.neighboring cities at night and returned in thn morning because they 
could not find hotel accommodation in Lowell. Of course we do not expect 
to be able to provide hotel accommodation for so many thousands of people 
as attended .the Hibernian convention, but we should have at least one first 
class hotel, and we should have more-hotels of average standing. 'A couple 
of our hotels at the present time are very good, one being thoroughly up 
to date in its equipment but they could not be considered in the first rank ii/j 
any large cily. There is room here for one hotel larger and belicr than any 
we have at the present time, and we believe that the city of Lowell would 
support such a hotel. Jinny travellers who pass Lowell a't tho present time, 
going to Boston, would stop off and stay over night if we had better hotel 
(.'ccommodation. It is to be hoped that Lowell will soon fnrgo. ahead in 
both directions so that we shall have a hirge convention hall and also one 
or more first class hotels.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—A materi- 


al. Improvement -In the live-stock and

ments, just made public by tho bureau 
of statistics of the department of com- 
merce and labor. The movements of 
lumber, especially in the central part of 
the country, of bituminous and anthra- 
cite coal In the east, and o£ wool in 
New England, also proved fairly heavy, 
while those of Iron and coke showed 
tho principal decreases for the month 
The volume of railroad traffic, as indi- 
cated by the number of freight cars 
handled, shows large sains, particularly 
in ihe middle west.

This was 24 miles from the 
capital, whose dome he saw when he 
rose high for the last leg of his trip 
Ignoring Wilbur Wright's instructions 
to fly only half an hour more because 
of the broken pump, Brookins aimed 
for the dome of the main building in 
the fair grounds.

CONVENTION HALL AND 
BETTER 
HOTELS 


.The., urgent need of-a public hall was demonstrated in a very striking 


manner during the-big Hibernian convention held here a. few weeks ago. 


The school board very wisely came to the aid of the city by allowing 


the Hibernians the use of the drill hall in the annex for the purpose of 
holding the banquet. 


Had that privilege been denied the Hibernians would have been unable 


to find any place large enough in the city to accommodate the great number 
who sat down at the banquet. 


The.Associate hall is the largest in the' city, 
but that 
would be 


inadequate to accommodate those who attended the Hibernian banquet. 


Although 'the firemen's convention did not bring nearly so many to our 


city, they, too, were obliged to draw upoii the high school annex as 
a 


banquet hall. 


The school board lias refused to. establish the precedent of giving local 


organizations the use of the hall as the demands could not be met without 
interfering with the work qf the Hchool. 


Thus it appears that the work of building a public hnll big enough 


. to accommodate Conventions is a matter of more serious importance than 
has been generally supposed. 
, 


We should have a public hall and it should be called "Convention Hall" 


as an inducement for la.rgc organizations to hold their conventions in 


. this city.

We are satisfied that the societies that have held their conventions here 


earned off very favorable impressions of our city and our people. This 
feeling should be cultivated, and the way to do it is to provide a convention 
ball that will be., an inducement to societies to meet here.

- .There are enterprising cities in-New York and other states that make a 


' "specialty of catering to big- conventions. The officials of these cities take 


an.active part in offering inducements in tho way of entertainment and 
excursions to points of interest in the vicinity. 


There is here an opportunity to boom Lowell, and one that seems to 


- be unappreciated by our city government if wo are to judge from the delay 
' in building a public hall. {Another point in which we;are not prepared to 


accommodate very large crowds of people is the inefficiency of our hotel 
accommodation. During tho Hibernian convention many of tho delegates' 
went to neighboring.cities at night and returned in the morning because they 
could not find hotel accommodation in Lowell. Of course we do not expect 
to be able to provide hotel accommodation for so many thousands of people 
as attended the Hibernian convention, but we should have at least one first 
class hotel, and we should hnve more hotels of average standing. A couple 
of our hotels at the present time are very good, one being thoroughly up 
to date in its equipment but, they could not be considered in the first rank in 
any large city. There is room here for one hotel larger and better than any 
we have at the present time, and we believe that the city of Lowell would 
support such a hotel. Many travellers who pass Lowell at the present time, 
going to Boston, would stop off and .stay over night if we had better hotel 
accommodation. It is to be hoped that Lowell mil soon forge ahead in 
both directions so that we shall have a large convention hall and also one 
or more first class hotels.
